Prof. Bolley in his published state-
nents speaks of corrosive sublimate ag
an efficient remedy for the scab of the
potato. Two oances of corrosive sub-
limate are dissolved .n fifteen gal-
lons of water, and the seed potatoes
are then soaked in this solution an hour
and a half and then cut and planted.
This is the whole of the treatment. I
the ground occupied has not been
planted with potatoes before, nor the
infection thus conveyed to the soil, the
erop will be entirely free from the dis
ease, but for land which has already
borne scabby tubers there appears t
be no relinble remedy. It should be
borne in mind that corrosive sublimate
js about as deadly a poison as paris
green, with the disadvantage of not
showing its presence so distinetly as

the green color of paris green.

DAIRY STEAM MUFFLER.

# Is Not Putented snd Can Be Used by
Aunyone.

A reader ealls for a ent and deserips
tion of the steam muffler which wus
mentioned some time since as used in 8
erenmory near Fort Dodge, In. It is
very simple and can be fitted up at »
nominal cost. Run the conducting pipe
into & T coupling, letting the end run a
little pust the center, us shows in our
illustration. The T coupling is larger
inside than the outside of the pips
which eonveys steam into it. The ea
is to force a jet of steam past the mid-
dle of the T. The force of the steam
jet canses a partial vacuwm behind it
This draws water up throogh the shor
pipe connected to the middle of the T
conpling and mixes it with the steam
which pusses on into the water tank,

t canses a rapid eirculation of water
through the latter part of the coupling
and its pipes, heating the water by the
admixture of the steam and doing
away with the distracting racket
caused by the hissing and bubbling of
steanm when mn direct into water
Another fine thing about it is that it
will heat erecm better by running it
direct into the ercam than in the old
way of heating water surrcunding the
eream tank.  In the cut, A representa
the pipe which conducts the steam 1o
the T. It is provided with astopeock
by which the pressure of steam applied
enn be rvegulated. The saort pipe
which passes into the T showg by the

dotted line in the cut makes a “'steams
tight" connection with it at the en
trance, but has a cavity around it with
in. In procuringa T, bear inmind that
all of the small pipes must make
vsteam-tight” connections and that the
cavity within must be larger. Pipes B
and C are placed in the eream or milk
to be heatea and the steam turned on,
when the cream begins passing up
throagh I} andeut at . This apparatus
will be found very useful inall cream-
eries and private dairies using steam
for heating. It is the invention of F.
B. Payne, of Kalo, Ia, is pot patented
and is free for anyone to use.—Urange
Judd Farmer.

CROWDED BERRIES.

A Treatment Which Has Given Uniformly
Satisfactory Resalts.

At Figs. 1 and 2 I show an illustra-
tion of my method with varicties of
strawbérries that are lHable to get wo
much erowded in the rows the second
season, and consequently give only
small, inferior berries. My way to

remedy this is, with a good sharp hoe,
as soom as the first erop isoff, cuta
serip about nine inches wide out of the
center of each row, This gives us two
parrow rows instead of one wide one,
Keep this narrow strip clear of runners
like the walk, and vou will be surprised
at the nice lot of large berries on the
inside edges of these rows the next sea-
son. These strips being very narrow,
of course no pickers are asilowed to

walk in them, and thus no berries will
be stepped on,

The warieties on which 1 tried this
treatment were Warfield No. 2 and
Crescent, and I think all our new vari-
eties would be benefited if handled in
this way, for, asarule, they are all
